Peel Regional Police’s Fraud 
Bureau are advising residents 
of a new type of “Grandparent 
Scam” targeting seniors. 


The scam involves a phone call 
being made to the victim, by an 
individual claiming to be a fam- 
ily member, usually a grandson. 

The victim is asked to pur- 
chase expensive ‘Rolex’ watch- 
es. The victim is advised that 
the watches are needed to pay 
back an outstanding debt, and 
in some instances, needed as 
a gift. The victim is directed to 


send the watch to an address, 
usually in Quebec, through a 
courier service. 

They impress upon the victim 
that they do not want any other 
family members to know. 

Police are reminding residents 
that in the event they receive a 
call similar to this, they should 
verify the details of the request 
through another family mem- 
ber. Any requests for money by 
unverified parties on the phone 
should be treated suspiciously. 


Here are some other tips to re- 


member: 


If someone calls claiming to 
be a lawyer/attorney or police 
officer, they will not ask you for 
money/jewelry over the phone. 


Residents with elderly fami- 
ly members who live alone, or 
have published phone num- 
bers, should make them aware 
of this. 

Residents should be cogni- 
zant of the fact that there are 
many fraudulent schemes out 
there, using the internet and

ed, and the third since early 
August. On Aug. 9, Cst. Noel 
Santiago was arrested and 
charged with two counts of 
fraud after a four-month 
investigation into employee 
benefit claims.

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“City full of baloney” over “Central Park’: Resident

Residents living on land ear- 
marked for a 25-acre park say 
the city is not being truthful 
about homeowners being open 
to the idea of moving. 

“They're full of baloney,” 
said Michele Alexander, a res- 
ident of the Cooksville area 
where the park is slated for de- 
velopment. 

Apart from one resident 
who was already selling their 
home before the park proposal 
became public, “nobody wants 
to go anywhere. Nobody wants 
to sell their house,” she said. 

Alexander is one of 25 resi- 
dents in Cooksville Creek who 
has received letters from the 
city asking if they'd be interest- 
ed in selling. 

She was set to appear before 
city council today to “nail down 
what is the true story. Is there 
expropriation?” 

The city has yet to say un- 
equivocally that expropriation 
is absolutely not going to hap- 


A City of Mississauga official 
says expropriation is currently 
not part of the plan but local 
councilor Nando Iannicca is 
on record as saying he ‘hopes it 
doesn’t come to that.’ 

“The big thing we want to 
talk about to council,” Alexan- 
der added, “is the lack of due 
process. Where are the meet- 
ings? Where’s the discussion. 
Who said we wanted to have 
our houses mowed down?” 

The letters to residents 
makes no reference to the park 
project. Alexander says the city 
has not been up front about 
what it’s up to. 


a 25 acre park in the midst of 
Cooksville? Maybe it’s a great 
idea. Maybe it’s a terrible idea, 
but let’s have some people talk 
about it.” 

Last week, city official Lau- 
ra Piette told Peel Daily News 
most property owners living 
in the site of the park are “re- 
ceptive” to offers to sell their 
homes. The Director of Parks 
& Forestry described the early 
response as “good.” 

“We've heard from a lot of 
property owners. We’ve been 
having positive 
with property owners that 
have responded to the letter we

sent,” she said. 

It’s been ten weeks since 
Mississauga council passed a 
motion giving staff the pow- 
er to “enter into negotiations 
with various landowners for 
parkland acquisition.” 

Alexander has organized 
an online petition called Save 
our Cooksville Creek Homes, 
which had 140 signatories as 
of Sept. 4. 

While the city has the power 
to expropriate, it has shown no 
interest in doing so up to now. 
PDN reported last month resi- 
dents in the area want a public 
meeting with city officials to 
discuss the matter. 

Alexander says she’s “I’m 
representing a group of people 
where these houses have been 
impacted. We are the group 
that have received the letters 
and based on that, we know of 
one person that would’ve talk- 
ed to the city about selling.” 

She wants open meetings 
about the park project and says 
the city has been ‘sneaky’ in the 


way it’s moved forward with it. 

Most property owners liv- 
ing on land earmarked for a 
proposed park in Mississauga 
are “receptive” to offers to sell 
their homes, according the 
city’s Director of Parks & For- 
estry. 

“The majority of proper- 
ty owners are [willing to hear 
us out] said Laura Piette. It’s 
been ten weeks since Missis- 
sauga council passed a motion 
giving staff the power to “enter 
into negotiations with various 
landowners for parkland ac- 
quisition.” 

The citys “realty process” 
is confidential so it could be 
months before the public 
learns how many offers have 
been extended and accepted by 
about two-dozen homeowners. 
“Up to 25 [homeowners] if we 
were successful,” said Piette. 
“If everyone was willing to sell, 
it would be up to that amount.” 


Your Estimated Tax for Brampton U: $862

Brampton city council will 
be facing its biggest financial 
decision in years this week, 
when it considers a staff report 
asking local politicians to ap- 
prove an investment of up to 
$150 million for a new univer- 
sity in the city. 

A senior staff review that 
will go to the city at today’s 
council meeting recommends 
Brampton provide $50 million 
over the next decade for the 
new university - a partnership 
between Ryerson and Sheri- 
dan College that could educate 
thousands of locals by the early 
2020s. 

Moreover, Brampton would 
be asked to kick in another 
$100 million for a new Centre 
for Education, Innovation and 
Collaboration -- a related facili- 
ty and library where public and 
private partnerships, training 
and research can be carried 
out. 

The $150 million pricetag 
is steep - about $862 for each 
of the 174,000 or so private 


households in the city -- home- 
owners already struggling with 
higher property taxes than oth- 
er GTA communities. But de- 
spite that cost, councillors are 
almost certain to approve the 
university funding. 

Mayor Linda Jeffrey made 
no secret where she stands on 
the issue, supporting the city’s 
proposed investment in the 
project. 

“By making a historic invest- 
ment in a university we ensure 
a visionary outcome for our 
residents,our businesses,our 
youth and our future,” she 
tweeted late last week after 
she reviewed the Aug. 28 staff 
report on the university invest- 
ment. 

“We need to be bold if we 
want to build something truly 
special for Brampton.” 

We've been down this road 
before. In 2010, the former 
council and mayor approved 
$60 million in funding to help 
redevelop Peel Memorial Hos- 
pital into an urgent-care centre 
that opened earlier this year. 

A second building expansion 


is expected by 2018 for the Peel 
Memorial project, which has 
a pricetag approaching $800 
million, adding together the 
provincial, city and local com- 
munity health shares. 

Taxpayers have been paying 
Brampton’s $60 million hospi- 
tal building share with a special 
dedicated levy on their prop- 
erty tax bills over the last five 
years. That levy adds about 1.4 
per cent to an average tax bill 
but ends in 2018, though an- 
other one could be put in place 
for the university investment. 

Besides a special tax levy, 
other ways to finance the uni- 
versity projects include pro- 
viding city land, setting up a 
community investment fund or 
dipping into Brampton’s capi- 
tal reserves. 

Overall, the Ontario govern- 
ment is kicking in $180 mil- 
lion for university campuses in 
Brampton and nearby Milton, 
presumably $90 million for 
each school. But a final design, 
location and financial details 
won't be known for a few more 
months. 


The Milton school is expect- 
ed to be a partnership between 
Kitchener’s Wilfrid Laurier 
University and Conestoga Col- 
lege. 

The report to council today 
recommending a financial in- 
vestment from Brampton notes 
that a new university would 
help revitalize the city’s down- 
town and pump $220 million 
a year into the local economy. 
A student population of 5,000 
would eventually create more 
than 1,500 local jobs, in ad- 
dition to1,800 in building the 
university. 

The university will also help 
diversify the Brampton econo- 
my and help attract more ex- 
pansion of advanced manufac- 
turing -- currently nearly one 
in four jobs in the city -- and 
knowledge-based _ industries 
such as life sciences technology 
and pharma. 

“A financial contribution 
from the City of Brampton to- 
wards securing a new universi- 
ty campus will have significant, 
transformative impacts on the 
entire community,” says the re- 


port. “A new campus provides 
an opportunity to improve the 
lives of students and families 
and provides a boost to the 
Brampton business communi- 

Meanwhile, Brampton’s 
hospital funding will continue 
for one more year, with the city 
turning over its last $20 mil- 
lion commitment in 2018.. 

As with all hospital projects 
in Ontario, local communities 
must pay 10 per cent of build- 
ing costs and all other costs for 
the new Peel Memorial hospi- 
tal. 

That’s important for tax- 
payers to know because there’s 
thinking among regional health 
authorities that a third Bramp- 
ton hospital is needed for the 
city’s rapidly growing western 
end - in addition to Brampton 
Civic and Peel Memorial. 

If that happens, a future 
council will have to consider 
more local aid for such a proj- 
ect and whether to have tax- 
payers foot the bill. 
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Labour Peace... but at what cost?

We've just passed anoth- 
er Labour Day, enjoyed 
the parades, marches and 
family picnics and heard 


the speeches touting 
workers’ contributions to 
society. 

Unlike other years, 
there are no major labour 
disputes like a GTA col- 
lege strike, a work to rule 
campaign in the schools 
or a public transit shut- 
down to draw our atten- 
tion. 

For Peel Region’s big- 
gest city, most big con- 
tracts won’t be up for an- 
other two years, though 
one dispute that could 
cost Mississauga taxpay- 
ers millions continues to 
simmer. 

On the surface, things 
are looking pretty upbeat 
for unionized workers 
these days - a pro-labour 
reform package winding 
its way through the legis- 
lature, an improving jobs 
picture helped by the in- 
frastructure rebuild and a 
Liberal government that 
is hiking the minimum 


wage to $15 an hour 
starting next Jan. 1. 

As well, most public 
sector unions have rati- 
fied new contract exten- 
sions with the provincial 
government, guarantee- 
ing a period of labour 
peace in the schools, civil 
service and other sectors 
for the foreseeable future. 

But as we assess the 
state of labour in 2017 we 
have to ask ourselves - At 
What Cost? 

The new contracts will 
add hundreds of millions 
of dollars to the Ontar- 
io government’s annual 
wage bill. 

And while the $15 min- 
imum wage will put more 
money into the hands of 
workers business groups 
warn it could wipe out 
up to 185,000 jobs in the 
province and add anoth- 
er $1,300 a year in living 
costs for the average On- 
tario family as consumer 
prices rise. 

While the minimum 
wage hike will benefit 
mostly the working poor, 
blue-collar unionized 
workers are worrying 
about something bigger 
-- renegotiations of the 
North American Free 


Trade Agreement. 

It’s no surprise the 
president of Canada’s 
biggest private sector 
union, Unifor, was in 
Mexico City yesterday 
speaking to thousands of 
Mexican workers at a ral- 
ly for labour rights in the 
Mexican capital. 

He called for higher 
wages and better work- 
ing conditions for those 
workers. 

“NAFTA may have 
brought jobs to Mexi- 
co, but it did not bring 
prosperity as  interna- 
tional companies  in- 
stead chose to pit worker 
against worker in a race 
to the bottom,” said Dias, 
whose union represents 
workers in Ontario’s auto 
industry. 

The sector has shrunk 
by about a third in the 
last decade as assembly 
and parts jobs moved to 
the U.S. or Mexico seek- 
ing to cut their labour 
costs. 

“Unifor stands united 
with the working people 
of Mexico. Together our 
unity is a path to justice 
for every worker affected 
by NAFTA.” 

On the local front, the 


City of Mississauga won’t 
be in negotiations for an- 
other two years on six of 
its nine unionized con- 
tracts, though it is still in 
a dispute with firefighters 
that threatens to hit tax- 
payers for millions of dol- 
lars in higher labour costs 
in future. 

Louise Ann _ Riddell, 
from the city’s human 
resources department, 
notes that agreements 
with ATU 1572 (Transit), 
ATU 1572 (Concessions), 
CUPE 66 (Works), UFCW 
(Transit Call Centre), 
CUPE 1989 (Library) and 
IAMAW (Facilities and 
Property Management) 
will not be up for re-ne- 
gotiation until 2019. 

The City is currently in 
talks with CUPE on new 


deals with dispatch and 
animal services worker 
but is still embroiled in 
a lengthy dispute with its 
701 unionized firefight- 
ers. 

The 701 members of the 
Mississauga Firefighters 
Association have been 
without a contract or a 
pay hike since their last 
deal expired at the end of 
2014 and both sides have 
referred the dispute to in- 
terest arbitration over the 


next several months. 
Interest arbitration 
allows arbitrators to 


impose contract terms 
when municipalities and 
unions for emergen- 
cy workers who cannot 
strike can’t agree to anew 
deal. 

Cities have lobbied the 


province for years to re- 
form the system, which 
they complain often pro- 
duces new contracts local 
governments can’t afford 
to pay without big hikes 
in property taxes. 

The last firefighters’ 
deal is a case in point. 

The 2011-2014 contract 
imposed by an arbitra- 
tion board awarded wage 
hikes of 2.9 per cent, 3.2 
per cent, 2.45 per cent 
and 2.48 per cent over 
the four-year deal. That 
was well above the two 
per cent wage and benefit 
hike other city unionized 
workers got. 

“There is an ineffective 
interest arbitration sys- 
tem in Ontario that has 
routinely awarded in- 
creases higher than freely 
negotiated settlements 
with other municipal 
unions,” Mississauga city 
manager Janice Baker 
said earlier this year.

Strike averted as

The government agency 
that runs group homes and 
other services for the de- 
velopmentally challenged 
in Peel Region and other 
parts of the western GTA 
has agreed to a new con- 
tract with its local workers. 

A week before the 340 
workers could have gone 
on strike, the Ontario 
Public Service Employees 
Union and Central West 
Specialized Developmental 
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Services have struck a deal. 

The members of OPSEU 
Local 249 had been work- 
ing without a contract 
since March 2016. Wages 
were the key issue in the 
dispute. 

“Our members were 
genuinely insulted when 
management came to the 
table offering a dime more 
an hour,” said Local 249 
vice-president Terry Kirke- 
los, who is also a member

of the union bargaining 
team. “To see that in- 
creased to 70 cents is a real 
victory.” 

The union represents 
340 workers at the Central 
West Specialized Devel- 
opment Services agency at 
group homes in Mississau- 
ga, Oakville, Burlington, 
Halton Hills and George- 
town. 

The 340 workers provide 
residential services in 


group homes across and 
treatment services, includ- 
ing counselling, nursing, 
speech-language patholo- 
gy, behaviour therapy, and 
psychology services. 

Besides the wage hike, 
the OPSEU workers also 
saw their benefits im- 
proved , including a three- 
cent increase in their travel 
allowance, from 39 cents a 
kilometre to 42 cents. 

A ratification vote is slat- 


ed for Thursday, August 
31. The union bargaining 
team has unanimously rec- 
ommended that members 
accept the deal. 

“Solidarity was central to 
Local 249’s ability to reach 
a tentative agreement,” 
said OPSEU president 
Warren (Smokey) Thomas. 
“The members were united 
behind their bargaining 
team, and management 
got the message loud 


and clear. That’s why an 
agreement was reached 
before the Sept. 6 strike 
deadline.” 

OPSEU is the province’s 
biggest public sector 
union, with 130,000 mem- 
bers who work for the On- 
tario government, inside 
community colleges, for 
the LCBO, in the health 
care sector community 
agencies inside the broader 
public service. 
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Gas up now before 
pump prices soar: 
Analyst 


With gas prices on the 
rise across Peel Region, 
Port Credit resident Tracy 
Williams filled up her SUV 
Wednesday ahead of any 
further increases. 

“Of course” they're blaming 
Hurricane Harvey, she said, 
but doesn’t believe it. “Not 
at all, one’s got nothing to do 
with the other. Any excuse,” 
she said. 

Hurricane Harvey, which 
has ravaged _ southeast 
Texas and Louisiana, is 
being blamed for disrupting 
America’s largest refining 
hub and driving up gasoline 
prices across Canada 

Analysts are predicting 
prices will hit $1.25 a litre 
by next week if refinery 
disruptions in Texas are not 
dealt with soon. 

On Wednesday, an Esso 
station in Port Credit was 
charging $115.9 a litre. 

Dan McTeague, the Senior 
Petroleum Analyst for Gas 
Buddy, says that price will 
look good compared to what 
motorists will pay in the days 
ahead. 

He’s forecasting an 
increase to $118.9, followed 
by another one to $122.9 a 
litre just ahead of the Labour 
Day Weekend. 

“Right now, you have an 
historic number of refineries 
in the United States that have 
closed down. We've never 
had a situation where over 
30% of refineries are off line. 
That’s likely to lead to higher 
prices,” he explained. 


The question of where 
prices are headed next week 
is anyone’s guess, “until we 
know how severely, the storm 
has damaged those refineries; 
a storm, by the way, that is 
still going.” 


Even if the hurricane 


amage to refineries isn 
damage t fi t 


devastating, McTeague 
is predicting short term 
increases in prices at the 
pumps in Brampton, 
Mississauga and Caledon 
lasting several weeks. 

“The increases seen since 
last week would be on par 
with those back in Sept. 2008, 
when we saw one increase of 
12 cents. Right now, it looks 
like we're going to exceed that 
and it’s likely to go up another 
10 cents.” 

Prices have gone up about 
5 cents since the middle of 
last week. 

The impact of this latest 
hurricane on fuel prices is 
expected to be more serious 
than in 2008. 


“This is not going to end 
here,” he said. “There’s been 
far more refineries shut off 
line. Demand is going to be 
higher with the long weekend 
coming up. You're probably 
looking at ongoing flooding 
and until the waters recede, 
there’s no way to get those 
refineries back online, much 
as they're going to try.” 

There may be some 
temporary relief, thanks to 
what McTeague calls “retail 
shenanigans”. 

“Gas bars tend to shave 
their retail margins, things 
that cover the cost of credit 
card charges and for the cost 
of electricity used to turn on 
their pumps. The overhead it 
takes to run a gas station isn’t 
free. Quite often what they do 
is, they're buying gasoline for 
about $1.05. They're going 
to try and get closer to that 
number to get more volume, 
get their discounts and maybe 
get a few more people buying 
products within their stores.” 

Those “shenanigans” could 
bring prices down to $1.08 to 
a $1.10 a litre in Peel Region, 
but it won’t last long. 

Motorists who miss out 
on any short-term decrease 
could be paying $1.25 by the 
middle of next week. 

If shortages take place 
as a result of a prolonged 
disruption, there could plenty 
more pain at the pumps 
before prices get back to 
something resembling what 
they were before Hurricane 
Harvey hit Texas. 


Box office blues biting 
into bottom line: 
Restaurant Association 


This year’s dismal sum- 
mer movie box office audi- 
ence may be hurting Peel’s 
restaurant sector according 
to an industry association. 

“Absolutely,” said Tony 
Elenis of the Ontario 
Restaurant Hotel & Motel 
Association, which has its 
office in Mississauga. 

“Just from our research 
in the past, we know that 
about 50 per cent of theatre 
patrons visit a restaurant 
prior to or after attending a 
theater.” 

The restaurant industry is 
still crunching the numbers 
on this summer’s receipts 
but movie box office num- 
bers are in and they are ter- 
rible. 

Canadian and U.S. re- 
ceipts from the final week- 
end in August were the low- 
est they've been in 16 years. 
The month’s total box office 
numbers are down 35 per 
cent from last year. 

“T read a lot about the 
drivers to our industry and I 
see theatres’ traffic is down. 
If there’s less people going 
to a theatre, it absolutely 
will have an impact to that 
restaurant,” Elenis said. 

Spring proved to be a 
grim foreshadowing of what 
was to come this summer 
for the movie industry. Cin- 
eplex, Canada’s largest mov- 
ie chain, reported 400,000 


fewer customers in the April 
to June quarter. If prevail- 
ing industry trends prove 
correct, it would suggest that 
200,000 fewer Canadian 
moviegoers would have dined 
at nearby eateries in the three 
months leading to summer.

In the movie industry’s 
post-mortem of the summer 
season, much of the ear- 
ly blame appears directed 
at Hollywood’s reliance on 
franchises, sequels and re- 
boots. 

As a lifelong moviegoer, 
Elenis says there is a grow- 
ing sense of ‘franchise fa- 
tigue’ among those looking 
for something fresh and ex- 
citing at the cinema. 

“All I hear is that there’s a 
lot of remakes and nothing 


about big blockbusters that 
would draw people in.” 

The producers of Holly- 
wood flops have some hope 
of recouping their losses 
in international markets, 
but that does little to help 
restaurants in Peel. 

There are also anecdotal 
reports that poor summer 
weather is having a nega- 
tive effect on some eateries. 
“Those who have patios are 
hurting big time because of 
the weather,” Elenis said. 

The news isn’t all bad. 
The cheap Canadian dollar 
is giving tourism a boost, 
which may go a long way to- 
ward offsetting the less than 
stellar movie-going traffic. 
Up until June, the restau- 
rant industry was up 10 per 
cent from last year. 

Whether those numbers 
will hold up in the face of 
poor weather and poor mov- 
ie ticket sales, remains to be 
seen. 

“There’s many factors 
probably driving any down- 
turn to the industry,” says 
Elenis. “There’s an absence 
of any tangible data. It does 
get complex when youre 
asking ‘what happened to my 
business’ this year versus last 
year,” he said. 

The restaurant industry's 
total receipts will tell the real 
story and they won't be avail- 
able for another month or two.

It’s not the first time his 
company has volunteered 
to work in flood-ravaged 
disaster zones. 

It has provided volunteer 
relief to residents in South 
Carolina, Florida, Louisiana 
and Haiti.

The volunteer efforts 
are critical to many in the 
flood zone who won’t get the 
help they need from their 
insurance company. 

“A lot of people have

Porco be will head a 
five-person team heading 
to the disaster zone and is 
expecting his company’s 
efforts in southeast Texas 
will last 14 days. He expects 
to find “streets lined with 
garbage.” 

“The most we can do is we 
haul everything out to the 
road — get it out of the house 
so it doesn’t get moldy, just 
put it out on the road. The 
cities usually arrange for 
special garbage pickups. 
They come in with an arm 
that picks up all the garbage 
on the streets.” 

Along with providing 
labour, Porco will be 
sending equipment to help 
in the salvage efforts. 

That includes 30 
dehumidifiers and 160 
fans, “a significant amount 
of equipment because you 
can’t even rent it down 
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“That’s our standard 
process that we do when we 
hear about stuff like that. 
We have the equipment 
sitting here and we’re not 
doing anything with it. We 
might as well let them use 
it,” he said. 

Porco’s companies, which 
include 911 Restoration, 
pump out excess water, dry 
out waterlogged articles and 
remove debris. 

In most of the areas 
he’s done relief work in, 
the homes are laid out 
differently than what is 
normally seen in Canada. 

“Most of them don’t have 
basements so they’re not 
like us so they don’t have a 
bunch of stuff packed into 
their basements. They don’t 
have recreation rooms and 
stuff. Theyre just main 
floor houses so_ basically 
everything on their main 


excluded flood. Houston 
hasn’t been hit in a long 
time. They're not used to 
it. Places like Florida are 
used to it, so they carry 
the coverage. Places like 
Houston are not used to it 
because it’s so far inland.” 

Porco is expecting to be 
in Texas by Sunday, Sept. 
3. Two two-person crews in 
different vehicles will meet 
him there for two weeks of 
relief work. 

After 14 days, the salvage 
effort turns to mold-removal 
and there are state licensing 
restrictions as to who can do 
that type of work in Texas. 

Other Canadian 
companies offering to help 
include Montreal-based 
Resolute Forest Products, 
which has committed to 
sending a rail car full of 
lumber to Houston to help 
in the rebuilding efforts.

Safety device firm eyes expansion into Peel trucking market 


Ifor Caine Davies oper- 
ates a small company from 
nearby Oakville and makes 
his truck safety products at 
an east end Toronto plant. 

But he’s looking to Peel 
Region and its expansive 
trucking and warehousing 
sector to cash in on future 
sales of the Zafety Lug Lock, 
a device that helps prevent 
wheels from falling off 
trucks. 

Since the flexible plastic 
device came on the market 
seven years ago, the Zafety 
Lug Lock owner known as 
LC. or “Taffy” has sold mil- 
lions of units to truckers, 
bus operators, heavy-duty 
equipment companies and 
other customers around the 
world. 

Now he’s aiming at ex- 
panding in the Peel market 
that has thousands of inde- 
pendent truckers, an exten- 
sive public bus network and 
major shippers like Canada 
Cartage and Canada Post’s 
biggest mail sorting plant - 
the Gateway Terminal. 


“T started designing it 
in 2008, we brought it to 
market in 2011 and we have 
close to 4 million pieces on 
the road right now,” Davies 
said in an interview with 
the Peel Daily News. 

The company has local 
customers like national 
shipper Challenger Motor 
Freight in Mississauga and 
Dufferin Ready-Mix, the big 
GTA concrete truck oper- 
ator. But it has been grow- 
ing most rapidly in foreign 
markets. That makes Zafety 
Lug the kind of export-fo- 
cused small manufacturer 
the provincial Liberals and 


Ottawa have been trying to 
encourage to boost Ontar- 
io’s export sector. 

“We sell them in the U.S., 
Canada and Mexico,” Da- 
vies said. “We’re shipping a 
lot to Australia and we ship 
them a lot to the U.K. and 
Europe. We picked up an 
order for most of the bus- 
es in London, England and 
the company that runs the 
buses there -- Arriva -- just 
ordered 26,000 pieces for 
Portugal because they’re a 
big public transportation 
company there.” 

The market appears to 
be strong because there are 


more trucks on the road 
than ever before to help 
carry the nearly $2 billion 
in daily two-way trade be- 
tween Canada and the U.S. 
and the growing cross-bor- 
der trade with Mexico un- 
der the North American 
Free Trade Agreement. 

Moreover, truck safety 
is a growing problem and 
provincial authorities have 
been cracking down for 
years on the industry to 
improve safety and ensure 
truckers are following all 
regulations. 

Statistics from the On- 
tario Provincial Police show 
that a transport truck was 
involved in a fifth of all fatal 
collisions on Ontario pro- 
vincial roads between 2012 
and 2016. Defective trucks 
were involved in 366 acci- 
dents since 2013, killing six 
people and injuring 37. 

Often such truck acci- 
dents involve flying truck 
tires that come off the wheel 
and act like a missile hitting 
other vehicles on provincial 


roads and highways. 

That’s where the Zafety 
Lug Lock comes in. The de- 
vice is installed around the 
wheel nuts of large trucks 
and buses to prevent them 
from loosening and falling 
off as tire rims and wheel 
nuts heat up with overuse 
and the impact of braking. 

For Davies, Peel Region 
looks like a highly lucrative 
market for his device, which 
retails for about $2 each. 
That means outfitting a full 
rig costs only about $100. 

Brampton, Mississauga 
and Caledon are key cen- 
tres for distribution around 
the GTA, and every day 
about $1.8 billion in goods 
is moved to, through, and 
from the region. There are 
about 70,000 businesses 
of all sizes in the transport 
sector, from small family 
trucking companies to Ca- 
nadian National and Cana- 
dian Pacific railways, which 
ship goods and _ transfer 
containers to trucks. 

Four in every nine jobs 


depend upon the move- 
ments of goods in Peel Re- 
gion and every day, about 
68,000 vehicles transport 
goods over Peel Region 
roads. 

“There’s lots of potential 
in this region,” Davies tells 
PDN. “But it’s about get- 
ting the product out to the 
trucking companies.” He 
notes that many truckers 
still use indicator products 
-- called arrows -- to show 
whether wheel nuts are 
lose, so Zafety Lug can eas- 
ily replace them because it 
locks the nuts in place. 

For Davies, the main sell- 
ing point of Zafety Lug is 
simplicity. 

“It’s easy to install and 
easy to remove,” he tells 
PDN. “When they are in- 
stalled it locks the nut in 
place. It’s not an indicating 
device; it’s a locking device. 
This is a more state-of-the- 
art product .. . and it’s only 
about $20 an axle.”

The company has 
554 employees and is going 
ahead with a nearly $65 mil- 
lion expansion that will create 
132 new jobs -- a move part- 
ly financed by a $5.2 million

grant from the provincial Lib- 
eral government. 

The company makes preci- 
sion components for the aero- 
space industry, with services 
including machining, sheet 
metal fabrication, tube bend- 
ing and welding, assembly 
and final processing and fin- 
ishing. Cyclone’s customers 
include The company’s cus- 


tomers include Bombardier, 
Spirit, Airbus, Boeing, Israel 
Aerospace Industries, Tri- 
umph, Lockheed Martin and 
AIDC. 

The provincial grant comes 
from Ontario’s Jobs and Pros-

A Mississauga aquari- 
um store has been fined 
$25,000 for illegally im- 
porting coral into the coun- 
try. 

Last week, Aquatic King- 
dom Ine. was ordered to pay 
the fine for violating cus- 
toms and plant protection 
laws when the company ap- 
peared in the Ontario Court 
of Justice. It had pleaded 
guilty to the charges in Feb- 
ruary. 

The total penalty will be 
directed to the Environ- 
mental Damages Fund, a 
program created by Ottawa 
in 1995 to redirect environ- 
mental fines to help clean 
up pollution. 

In November 2015, en- 
forcement officers from the 
federal environment de- 
partment inspected a ship- 


ment of live tropical fish be- 
ing imported into Canada to 
verify the imports complied 
with international endan- 
gered species agreements. 

During inspection of the 
fish, enforcement officers 
found the corals hidden in 
the shipment of the tropical 
fish. Moreover, the com- 
pany did not declare the 
imports to authorities and 
didn’t have the required 
permits.

Dundas St. E., is one of the 
biggest aquarium _ stores 
in the Mississauga and 
Toronto areas, supplying 
aquarium owners with fish, 
equipment, lights and other 
supplies. It also sells a wide 
selection of coral -- marine 
life in high demand to help 
decorate aquariums.

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Alectra Utilities extends 
pick-and-pay pilot project 


Ratepayers in Mississauga 
and Brampton who buy elec- 
tricity from Alectra Utilities will 
continue to get access to a pilot 
project that gives consumers 
so-called pick-and-pay choices 
in how they pay for power. 

The Ontario Energy Board 
has chosen Alectra Utilities, 
London Hydro and Oshawa 
PUC Networks Inc. to run pilots 
to explore changes to the cur- 
rent time-of-use billing model 
and get more tools to consum- 
ers to help them manages their 
power bills. 

Alectra is the former En- 
ersource, which merged with 
Hydro One Brampton and two 
other southern Ontario utilities 
to provide power to one million 
residential customers. It has 
been offering a similar program 
for the last two years but now 
the energy board will test it for 
broader use around the prov- 
ince. 

Pick-and-pay hydro _pric- 
ing went into effect Friday and 
offers consumers three hydro 


plans tailored to power uses in 
individual households. These 
plans have larger differences 
between off-and on-peak pric- 
es and will test how consumers 
respond to shift consumption to 
lower-priced periods. 

One of the pilot plans offers 
off-peak hours for most of the 
day except 3 p.m. and 9 p.m., 
while another one aims to re- 
duce costs for people who use 
most of their electricity over- 
night. 

The energy board said the pi- 
lot projects are part of the reg- 
ulator’s ongoing review of its 
Regulated Price Plan -- known 
as RPP -- under which it sets 
prices that apply to more than 
90 per cent of the province’s 
electricity customers. 

“These projects will allow 
the real-world experience of an 
expected 18,000 customers to 
inform how electricity is priced 
for RPP customers in the fu- 
ture,” said Rosemarie Leclair, 
chair of the OEB.

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Man on a Mission - Landmark Sports Founder Elliott Kerr Brings 
Community Sports to Peel Region

As a young boy growing 
up in St. Catherines On- 
tario, Elliott Kerr caught 
the sports bug early by 
participating in rowing 
during the summer. 

In the winter, he attend- 
ed St. Catherines Black 
Hawk Junior A games 
at the old Jack Gatecliff 
Arena. Getting in for free 
to watch the third period, 
Elliott got to see the likes 
of future stars like Mar- 
cel Dionne and Mickey 
Redmond play before go- 
ing on to be NHL Stars. 


Sitting there in the are- 
na with his friends, he 
would often dream of 
owning a team someday, 
but had no idea how to 
do that. 


Years later, with the 
wisdom of a lifetime of 
experience and the ad- 
vice of many friends and 
business contacts, he be- 
came the part owner of 
the Guelph Storm -- and 
most recently, the sole 
owner of the Mississauga 
Steelheads of the OHL. 


In the intervening years, 

Elliott has built up one of 
Canada’s leading sports 
agency with burgeoning 
athlete representation 
sector, an event manage- 
ment arm including the 
Mississauga Marathon, 
as well as the Steelheads 
hockey team. 


Elliott is a strong be- 
liever in education as a 
segway to building a ca- 
reer. He is graduate of 
both the University of 
Western Ontario BA pro- 
gram in 1973 and then an 
MBA at Queens. 


With two degrees under 
his belt, he worked in the 
corporate sector gaining 
valuable experience with 
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Canadian Liquid Air and 
the Ford Motor Com- 
pany but the dream of 
working in sports never 
left him. 


Having built up a stable 
of contacts in his sales 
roles, he got wind that 
IMG the multinational 
sport agency was plan- 
ning to set up an office in 
Toronto. 


Elliott was determined 
to get in. 


He made contact with 
the company rep and 
stayed in touch every 
month for two years un- 
til they finally made the 
jump to Canada. He got 
hired and worked on 
athlete deals that includ- 
ed the late Arnold Palm- 
er, Bjorn Borg and Jean 
Claude Killy. His talents 
were not going unno- 
ticed, and he eventually 
rose to become the head 
of the north American 
sales force. 


Elliott’s entrepreneurial 
desires were still strong 
and beckoning. With all 
his life savings in hand, 
he opened Landmark 
Sports in home office in 
1987. 

On day one, he had no 
clients and no revenue 
but he had a lot of con- 
tacts that trusted him 
and would follow him 
over. 


Some would compare 
Elliott’s decision to break 
away from IMG and start 
his own shop not unlike 
the Tom Cruise movie 
Jerry Maquire. Elliott 
laughs about it now, but 
it was tough at first, he 
added. 


“My first client was mid- 
dle distance runner Dave 
Reid, and then I got 
Blue Jay Jessie Barfield. 
Those two helped me get 


started,” said Kerr. 


Today, Landmark Sports 
has a bevy of athletes and 
sports personalities that 
includes Patrick Chan 
(figure skating), Jayna 
Hefford (hockey), Mi- 
chael Smith (decathlon), 
and sports announcers 
Rod Black and Bob Cole. 


I asked Elliot, “So how 
does a player agent get 
involved in the mara- 
thon?” 


“Well I always liked 
running, so I trained 
and completed the 2001 
Toronto Marathon. It 
struck me that this was 
a great community event 
and that Mississauga did 
not have its own Mar- 
athon. I had a meeting 
with former mayor Hazel 
McCallion and we decid- 
ed to go for it,” replied 
Kerr. 


He planned it out for 3 
years, and the inaugural 
Mississauga Marathon 
went off in May of 2004. 


He wanted a race that 
would showcase the best 
of Mississauga, so the 
race has always started 
at Square One and runs 
down scenic Mississauga 
Road and out into south 
west Mississauga before 
finishing at Lake Front 
Promenade. 


Over the years, thou- 
sands of people have 
participated in a variety 
of distances and many 
thousands of dollars 
have been raised for sev- 
eral community chari- 
ties. 


The event management 
side of the business has 
now expanded to in- 
clude the Oakville Half 
Marathon and the RBC 
5K Golf Run. Both are 
successful events and 
well established in the

Elliott’s life has not been 

without tragedy, how- 
ever. In 2007, Elliott’s 
wife Jane past away from 
cancer leaving two young 
twins - - a boy named 
Jamie and a girl named 
Kerrin. 


Now both 11-years-old, 
they are the focus of El- 
liott’s life as he continues 
to operate his business 
while raising these chil- 
dren as a single dad. 
“They keep me hoping, 
adds Kerr. They are re- 
ally athletic and are in- 
volved in soccer, hockey, 
baseball, canoe/kayak 
and most recently curl- 
ing. I am taking them to 
practises and game 5-6 
nights a week and I love 
it.” 

Ten years ago, Elliott be- 
came part owner of the 
Guelph Storm, but it was 
a call from Hazel McCal- 
lion in 2012 that reignit- 
ed an old dream to own a 
hockey team. 


Eugene Melnyk, the 
then-owner of the Mis- 
sissauga St. Michaels 
Majors, wanted to sell 
and the potential bid- 
ders all wanted to move 


the team to another city 
away from the GTA. 


Hazel asked Elliott if he 
would speak to Eugene 
-- and the rest is history. 


Elliott bought the team 
with the mandate that he 
would keep the team in 
Mississauga and make a 
go of it. 


A “Name the Team” 
contest resulted in a new 
name being chosen. 


The Mississauga Steel- 
heads, coined from the 
lake fish that spawns in 
the Credit River, became 
the new brand of junior 
hockey in Mississauga. 


“Ownership of this team 
is very gratifying and en- 
joyable but a strain on 
the finances,” adds Kerr. 


“In the six years that I 
have owned the team, we 
have yet to break even 
although our recent deep 
playoff run last spring 
was encouraging.” 


“Hope springs eternal 
however and Elliott can 
see the light at the end of 
the tunnel. I would like 
to see it at least breakev- 
en within two years. We 
average 2500 to 2800 
in attendance and need 
to get to 3000 per game 


of Ontario Hockey League) 


to break even. We are 
climbing every year but 
still have a ways to go.” 


A key to a sports team’s 
success in the GTA is 
having a winner so we 
put plenty of emphasis 
on player drafting and 
development. 


“Two years ago we had 
5 players go in the NHL 
entry draft, which is a 
record, last year we had 
2 and we predict 3 will 
go this year. These elite 
players draw fans and 
help us pay the bills,” 
says Kerr. 


In recognition of his 
success and service the 
community Elliott was 
named to the Mississau- 
ga Sports Hall of Fame in 
2013.

Back to School Safety Tips 


For many parents and caregiv- 
ers, back-to-school is a stressful 
time. 

With so many children are 
walking and biking to school, 
some may lack the skills to nego- 
tiate traffic safely. You can help 
them by stressing the following 
safety rules: 


- Walk on sidewalks where 
available. 

- Always cross at intersections. 

- Always wear a helmet when 
riding a bicycle. 

- Always walk your bicycle 
across a roadway. 


When crossing intersections 
without signals or crossing 
guards, children should stop be- 
fore stepping into the road, look 
in all directions, listen for traffic, 
and walk (not run) across the 
road. They should also use the 
buddy system where possible. 


When crossing intersections 
with signals, children should: 


- Push the pedestrian button 
(where they exist) 

- Wait for the pedestrian walk 
sign 

- Increase visibility and 
indicate your cross intention to 
motorists 

- Stop, Look and Listen for 
traffic 

- Watch for turning cars or 
trucks 

- Cross safely when the road 
is clear 

- Walk, don’t run across the 
road 


When crossing with the as- 
sistance of adult crossing guards 
and student safety patrollers, 
cross only under the direction of 
the guard. 

Many children in the commu- 
nity must cross railway tracks 
daily. Ensure children are taught 
that the only safe place to cross 
railway tracks is at a designated 
crossing. 

Back to school means more 
children walking and biking 
on the roads. Younger children 


often have limited experience 
with traffic and lack the skills to 
negotiate traffic safely. If you are 
need to take special care while 
driving. Help our children walk 
safely to school by following 
these important safety rules: 


- Be aware of school zone 
signage. 

- Reduce speed in school 
zones. 

- Be ready to stop at all times. 
Children do not always notice 
oncoming traffic. 

- Always try to make eye 
contact with children waiting to 
cross the road. 

- Be patient and wait for chil- 
dren to complete their crossing 
before proceeding. 

- Stop when directed to do so 
by a crossing guard.
